_ wards, upon Account of the intollerable Height

_ reaſon of the Reſt, which he had acquired, and 
the flouriſhing Eſtabliſhment of his EupIRE, pro- 
ceeding from the Conqueſt of the World known 
at that time (a Pride which induced him to aſcribe 
all his Grandure and Succeſs to his own Arm, as

theſe Accounts, I ſay, Almighty God thought fit

Thhat the great Succeſs which had attended Ne- 


S$uchadnezzer, in all his Undertakings, was owing, 


to the Hand of God aſſiſting him therein, appears 


from what had been foretold by Jþaiah, chap. x. 5, 


Fc. long before it happened, and the ſame was 
done by Feremiah more fully chap. xxv. xxvil. 
juſt before it took Place, in order to prepare the 


Fews for thoſe great Events, and it was told them 


at the ſame time by the Prophet laſt mentioned

in terms very expreſs, that incaſe they ſtood out 
againſt thoſe Decrees of the Almighty, the Conſe- 
quence of their Diſobedience would be the Deſtruc-- 
tion of their ſacred and civil Liberties in manner, 
above-mentioned, during the ſpace of ſeventy 
Tears, in that Almighty God had entailed the 
Empire of the World upon Nebuchadnezzar, and 
his Deſcendants to the third Generation, as I have- 


already obſervd in treating of the former Propbęſie. 


Accordingly a proper regard not having been paid 
to theſe Remonſtrances, the Events foretold took 
Place; and in conſequence thereof Daniel, who 


could not but have his Thoughts taken up with 


meditating upon the Prophefies aforeſaid, when 


he actualy ſaw Belſbaz zer the Grandſon of that 
great Monarch above ſpoken of aſcend the Imperi- 


al Throne, eſpecially as the Dream of that Prince, 
of which I have been treating already and the

was exactly conformable there to, I ſay, in con-

Con- 
ſequently the Sea is an Emblem very fitly put to 
point out all the Inhabitants of the World, or at 
leaſt, the known Part of it by, and an Univerſal 
Monarchy extending itſelf over the different Na- 
tion by which they are diſtinguiſh'd; in that, as 
all Fountains derive their Sources from the Sea 
through the Veins and Arteries of the Earth, if I 
may be allowed to call. thoſe Paſſages by that Name, 
through which Springs are conveyed to the Places 
where they iſſue forth in Rills and Rivulets, and 
after having formed themſelves into Rivers of dif-

Roman Empire under 
both it's Conſtitutions, hath a: ready commanded a 
greater Extent of Territory thàn any other Monar- 
E couldever boaſt of, as hath been taken notice 
of before: A circumſtance alſo, which Auti-Cbriſt 
will carry to a much greater Height, as will be 
ſhewn by and by; That the great Iron Teeth of 
this Beaſt are Emblems which are very fitly put to 
denote Inſtruments of War that would, be more 
a as well as more irre/itable under the 
fourth: Monarchy, than any that had ever been uſed 
before, as the Teath of Beaſts of Prey are their chief 
Weapons both offen/ive and defenſive : An Event 
which actually took Place, in that the old Roman 
Empire carried the Inſtruments of War made uſe

' vernment, and to enact ſuch Laws for the Uſe of 
their reſpectiye Communities, as they think may bet 


conduce to their Happineſs: But at the farm me tine,

are framed by Man ought not to enjoin any 1 5

them who have profeſſed the Chriſtian Religion,

far from veſting any of the Great with any kind 
of Power inherent in their own Perſons, that he 
| hath no where entailed the Government of Man- 
kind, or any Part of them upon any Family on 
Earth, unleſs it be that of David : The reafon 
of which Entail was, becauſe from that favorite 
Prince was one Day to deſcend the Meſſiah, thr.

As for the Form of Government which was infti- 
tuted by Almizhty God for the Fews, that was a 


Trzoctacy, God himſelf being their King, and 


Moſes, and the Reſt of the Judges who ſucceeded 
him in the Adminiſtration thereof, being only 


Servants of the Community, and. accountable for 
their Fidelity, as may be learned from the whole 
_ Hiſtory of theſe Times, particularly from Judges 


Vil. 22, 23. 1 Sam. Xil.. 6, Ca Heb, in. . and 
conſequently that was a Conſtitution very different 


from an Arbitrary Deſpotic Government, veſted in 
any Creature. And as for the Nature of the King- 


dom of the Meffiab, which it is foretold will take 


Place in the /aft Days, our Saviour himſelf tells us, 


that 
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that | it will not be like that of the Princes of the 
Gentiles, i. e. of the four great Monarchies of the 
Werld (all of them Idolators, as much as ever the

Times) in that it was the Principle of the Heads 


of theſe Monarchies to exerciſe an Arlitrary, and

will have the Honour and Happineſs to act under 


him in the Direction and Management of Affairs 
in his Kingdom, will be no more than Mzniſters of 


State, in the ſtricteſt Senſe, and Servants of the 


Community over which they preſide, and as ſuch 
be obliged to ſacrifice even Life itſelf upon all Oc- 
caſions that require it in reſpect of it's Welfare, 


even as the Son of Man himſelf, came not lo be 


Miniſtred to, but to Miniſter, and to lay down his 


Life a Ranſom for many; as theſe Things are ſet

A Government ande upon ſuch a Phu as this, 


will appear aſter the ſtricteſt Examination into it 
exactly agreeable to the Sacred, and Civil Liberties 
of Mankind, and the Nature of Things: For, if 


we go to the Bottom of the Matter, we ſhall find 


that all Mankind by being deſcended {from the 


ſame Anceſtors, muſt in conſequence thereof, not 
only be by Nature free, but alſo upon a Level 
with each other; all thoſe accidental Dignities 


which muſt be a lowed notwithſtanding, to be ab- 
| ſolurely neceſſary for the very WE of Communi-

ties having been always given by Conſent only, as 


far as Man hath any Hand in it; as appears from 
hence, that without the Con ſent of thoſe Perſons of 


which any Community is compoſed, either Tacit, or 


Expreſs, no Civil Government can be exerciſed over 


them at all, the Circumſtance of even Conqueſt 
it's ſelf, being no Exception againſt this Maxim : 


For, tho' the, Sword of the Conqueror may take 


away the Lives of the Congquered, yet no Civil Ga- 
verument over them can poſſibly take place, with- 
out their Submiſſion to it. 

This being the Caſe then, could a Community, 


or State be ever prevailed upon by any Means to 


give up their Natural, and conſequently their juſt | 
Rights to any Tyrants upon Earth, ſuch a Conceſ- 
ſion would not be binding even in their 0207 Re- 
ſpe&, much leſs in Reſpect of their Paſteriy, in 
that they would not have any Power veſted in 
them to make it; and conſequently, even the 


_ Perſons themſelves who had acted ſo baſe a Part, as 


well as their Poſterity, are not only juſtified by the 
Laws of God, and the Natural Rights of Mankind 


to re-aſume their Liberties upon all Occaſions, but 


are obliged in Conſcience to do it; Self-preſervation 
being a Law of the higheſt Obligation at all Times, 
when the Laws of God do not interfere ; and that 
Obligation extending it's ſelf, not only in reſpect 
of our being, but of our «ell being alſo; and that, 
not only in reſpect of our Selves, but of our Poſte- 


rity likewiſe. Under ſuch Limitations as theſe 


it is and none other, that our Obedience to the 


Civil Magiſtrate is enjoined, that Obedience not be- 


ing chſolute but conditional only: The Truth of 
which appears, not only from the whole Tenour 


of Sacred Writ in general, but from the Command- 


ments more immediatcly given by God himſelf in, 
particular; the firit of which, namely, Thou ſhalt 
have none ether Gods befere me, being very ſtrongly 

| „ levelled: 
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levelled againſt all thoſe who pretend at any clans 


to ſet up ſuch a Power as I have been ſpeaking 


of; it being! in other Words, thou ſhalt not Eſta- 
bliſh any Power upon Earth, but in Subordination 
to the great God of the Univerſe; and the fifth 
Commandment agreeab) e hereto, enjoins a Fihal 


Duty only, to be paid to thoſe which are in Au- 


thority: A Duty circumſcribed by Laws, and : 


ſubjected to mutual Obligations. 


Hence it is that the 'Oaths of he which 
are taken to the Civil Magiſtrate * to be re- 


garded by the Subject as actually diſſolved, upon 
any Magiſtrates taking upon him to do any Acts 


5 which are deſtructive to the Welfare of ho Com 
munity over which he preſides; but, if they are 


in their Nature unjuſt, they certainly are never 
binding at all: For as all Civil Magiſtrates either 


actually are, or in point of Juſtice ought to be, 


_ obliged ſolemnly to engage always to promote 
the Welfare of the Publick, and never to act any 


thing ijurious to it on the one Hand, before any 


Oath of Allegiance can juſtly be required to be 
taken to them; ſo on the other, the Duty which 


we owe to God, and to our Country, both whoſe 
Rights are invaded by any Acts which are done 


by thoſe which are in Authority contrary to the 
good of the Community, is beyond all Diſpute Pri- 
or, as well as Superior to any we can poſſibly owe 
to any Prince upon Earth, and is of ſuch a Na- 


ture, as that it may never be diſpenced with on 


any Account whatever. I would not however be 


thought by any thing that I have advanced upon 


this Head, to countenance the taking of Oaths by 


any Perſons who know them to be unjuſt, and 
breaking them afterwards under that Pretence ; 


all that I would ſay is, that bad Oaths, like bad 


Promiſes are many times not only better broke 
than Fept, but, that it is often an indifpencable 
Duty

Duty to break them as the leſs Evil of the t two, 
tho? the utmoſt Regard ought to be taken what 
Obligations we enter into upon that Account, in 
| brder to avoid the being brought into ſuch a Di- 


lemma, as to offend againſt the Laws of God whe- 


ther we break them, or keep them. 


The Scriptures, indeed, every where ſtrongly 


command Obedience to Civil Government, but then 
it is to ſuch a Government only, as anſwers. the 
Ends for which it was ordained by God, namely, 
to ſuch Governors as are the Miniſters of God to 
Mankind for their Gocd; to Rulers which are not 
a Terror to good Works, but to Evil, as having 


been ſent for the Paniſhment of Evil Doers, and the 


Praiſe of them that do well; to ſuch as theſe we 


are under the higheſt O³¹ gations to be ſubject, 
not only for MWratb, but for Conſcience ſake * Ob- 


| ligations however dl CUE do not extend them 


ſelves farther,. for Reaſons already given. And 


upon this Account it is that 57. Peter, when he 
proceeds to enforce the Duty of Servants, after 
having ſet forth the Duty of Satjef7s, commands 
them to be ſubject to their Maſters with all Fear, 
and that not only, to the Good, and Gentle, but 


to the Froward alſo, which Thing neither he, nor 


St. Paul, nor any other of the Sacred Writers, en- 
join in reſpect of the Civil Magiſtrate, tho? theſe 
two Apoſtles in particular, have been ſo very un- 
juſtly made the Patrons of that Monſtrous, and even 


Blaſphemous Doctrine of Non Reſiſtance, and Paſſive 


Obedience, by the obſequious Tools of a Court: A 


Doctrine Blaſphemous in it's Nature, in that it en- 
joins an. Obedience to be paid to Mar, of ſuch a 
Kind as is due to Cad only, agrecably to the 
Principles which 1 have been n laying down above. 
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Nor will the Example of the Apoſtles of our Sadi- 
our, or of the primitive Chriſtians, who choſe pati- 


ently to ſubmit to Cruelties-which extended even to 
Death wel, inflicted by the moſt barbarous Me- 
thods, juſtify the Obligation of the Doctrine which 


J have been condemming as to a general Practiſe; in 


that our Saviour ſoretold to his Followers, that they 
actually would /#ffer ſuch Things for his Sake, and 


__ conſequently, their being forwarned of it was equal 


to a command for them patiently to ſubmit to it. 
But the Cale is quite a'tered at this time of the day, 
when ſo many Civil Governments of the World are 
become Chriſtian, and thoſe who are at the Head 
of them are obliged by their Conſtituents ſolemnly 
to ingage to maintain the Sacred as well as the Ci- 
vil Rights of their Subjects, as they do by their Co- 


ronation Oath : An Oath which tho? it be regarded 


as a matter of Form only, by many who take it in 
theſe Days, is notwithſtanding as obligatory as 


ever. This is a full anfwer to that Argument, 
which hath been ſo much inſiſted upon in favour 
of the Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience, and Non Reſi- 
ſtance, becauſe Submiſſion was enjoin'd to ſuch a 
Monſter as Nero: A Doctrine which is likewiſe 


exploded by the Examples of Moſes, Gideon, Barak, 
Sampſon, Feptha, and Samuel, not to mention a great 
many more which occur in Sacred Writ, who acted 


a quite different Part by re/iſtiug the Heathen Gover- 


nors under which they lived, and through Faith 


ſubdued Kingdoms, wrought Righteouſneſs, eſcaped the 


Hage of the Sword, out of Weakneſs were made ſtrong, 
waxed valiant in Fight, turned to Flight the Armies of 
the Alliens, i. e. of the Pagan Governments that 
tyraniſed over them, of whom the World was not 
<vortby. Heb. xi. 24, Cc. Theſe great Exploits 
were done indeed under the Jewiſh Oeconomy, but 


then the Heroes who acted them are fo highly 


celebrated | 
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AS 
celebrated for it as aforeſaid by the very ſame Apaſtle 
who required the Submiſſion above-mentioned, 
But ſtill it may be objected by ſome, in regard 
of the Plan of Civil Government here laid down, 
that if thoſe who are in Authority ſhould be liable 
to be called to an Account, and puniſhed, and even 
_ depoſed for any meaſures taken by them that are 
_ deſtructive to the Common Weal, the Supreme Au- 
thority in any Community, would be a Poft ſettled up- 
on a Foundation too precarious, for any Perſons to 
take upon them to act in, eſpecially, as upon that 
footing the Pecple would, be the Judges of their

Hearts : It being better that any particular Perſons

Beſides, if we take a view of this Matter in the op- 
poſite Light, namely, for a Kine to ſit upon a

And if a Kine of England, tho' he be acknowledged 
to be the Head of the Church, is by the Eccleſi afti- 
cal Conſtitution of Chriſtanity liable to be cenſured, 
excommunicated, and depoſed, what ſhould hinder him 
ſrom being called to account, and puniſhed in like 


manner by the Civil Laws, lor Notorious Crimes 
committed by him contrary. to the moſt ſolemn 


Compalt, tho? he be Head of the State, He not be- 
ing Head either of the Church, or State abſolutely, 
but conditionaly only; and the Civil Admimſtration 


having as much Right to proceed againſt Criminals, 
as the Eccieſi ical. Agreeab!y hereto it may be 


obſerved, that the Doctrine of Paſſive Obedience, 


and New Reſiſtance was fathered upon the Church 
of England, in conſequence of the AF of Parliment 


for Unifermity made xiii of that iniquitous Reign 


of ChaRLESs II. by which it is enacted, that every 
| Clergyman, Sc. ſhall be obliged to "Swear that it. 


is unlawful upon any Pretence cohatever, to take up 
Arms againſt the King ; tho' by the Tenures held 
under our ancient Conſtitution, it was lawful for the 
Barons to take up Arms againſt their Sovereign, in caſe 
he refus'd to let Fuftice be done them in his Court ; 
and all their Vaſſal's were at the ſame time , obligd : 


to aſſiſt them therein, upon pain of forfeiting their 


Lands to their ſaid Lords. Agreeably hereto, Count 


Boulanvilliers i in his Treatiſe before quoted ſets 


down | 
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down the Form of Proceedings which the Perſon ag- 


jeved was obliged to obſerve, before he commen- 


; ced any As of Heſtility, and after that thoſe Forms 


had been duly obſerved, thoſe Ads were always 
regarded as Civil Wars, and not Rebellions: wit- 
nefs the Wars which reigned fo long here in Eng- 


land between the Kix os, and the Barons, to which 


the Preſervation of the Liberties which we enjoy at 
this time are intirely due the Baſis of thoſe Li- 


_ berties being Magna Charta which was procured at 
that time, and by thoſe Means; not as an Encroach- 
ment upon the Prerogative of the Kix, but as the 
7 vndoubted Night of an Engliſhman. en | 5 

The old Maxim, indeed, ſays that the Kine can 

do no Wrong, which is ſo ſar true, as that, agree- 
ably to our Ancient Conſtitution when that Maxim 
took it's firſt Riſe, the Commons only had an hand 
in enacting our Laws without it's being in the 
Power of the Kixos, or the Logs to put a Negative 


to their Reſolutions; it not being uſual, ſo much as 


to call theſe latter to Parliment in a Body, but only 
tome from among them, namely, ſuch as there 


was occaſion to adviſe with in regard of any Exi- 


gencies, relating to either the Dicceſes, Counties, 
Cities, or Towns over which they preſided, and 


from which upon that Account, they derived their 
T1TLES, which were not in thoſe Days Hereditary, 


but went from one to another with the Office. And 
| this is the Reaſon that the Logos are always ſum- 
moned to Porliment by Writs at this Time, and 


that their Attendance is required thereby ad confu- 


lend, the old Form of theſe Writs having been ftill 
continued: So that, as the King had not any hand 


in making the Laos, but, in puting them in exe- 
cution only, he certainly could not be faid to do 
any Wrong in caſe of any Tnjuſtice required by them, 


that lying at the Door of the Legiſlative, not the Exe- 
cu: ive Power. This is certainly a true State of the

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Caſe, as matters ſtood formerly, but another ſenſe 
| hath been fixed upon this Maxim of Latter Times, 
_ ſerving tothrowall the blame of the Adminiſtration at 


all times upon the Miniſtry, inſtead of charging the 


Kine with it, tho' it be obvious enough that 


wrong is done, and that the Miniſtry dare not do 


any thing without their Maſters expreſs Orders, on 


pain of being obliged to reſign their Office. But 


if the Caſe ſtands thus, that the Kine can do no 
Wrong, and that his Miniſtry may not be called to 
Account, and puniſhed for any Traitercus Proceedings 
againſt the Common Weal that have been done by 
his Orders, the Engliſh Conſtitution is ſo far from 
being valuable, as it hath always been efteemed, 
that the Turkiſu Government is preferable to it; be- 
_ cauſe the Great Officers belonging to the Port, and 
even the Grand Seigneurs themſelves, are often 
facrificed as anAttonement for the Oppreſſions which 
they commit, and by that means ſome ſort of 
Satisfaction is made to the injured People; whereas 
the Engliſb, upon ſuch a bottom as aforeſaid, might 
on the contrary very often fee the Traitors of 
their Country loaded with Riches, and Honours 
in reward for their Crimes, initead of being puniſh- 
ed for them. 
In ſhort as a Community cannot poſſibly ſubſiſt 
a * Government both Zccleſi ajtical and Civil, 
nor any Government without Laws ; fo the 2 


fare of all Communities depends upon the Equity 
of thoſe Laws, and their being duely put in Exe- 


cution; and the diſpencing therewith will always 


make the beſt Conſtitution upon Earth No 


a Nuiſance to Mankind inſtead of a Benefit, 
in the End infallibly prove the D of it 2 
infatuated Heads. 


It may not be amiſs if we take a ſhort View 
here, of the State of Civil Government in South

The firſt Authentic Account which we have of 
South Britain is from Julius Ceſar, who upon his 
paying it a Viſit, found it divided into many petty 
Kingdoms, or States, each of which were ſo very 
_ Jealous of any Deſigns that their Neighbours might 
have to encroach upon their Liberties, as that 
they could not be brought to join in one Body to 
make Head againſt the common Enemy, and o- 


blige him to retire; by which means all the In- 


habitants of that Part of the and were obliged 


in proceſs of Time to ſubmit to the Roman Yoke, 


unleſs it be thoſe who retired either into Wales, or 


Cormwall, or North Britain, or Brittany in France 


called then 4rmorica, ſo that there can be no Plea 
drawn from hence, for the forming any Pretenti- 
ons either for Arbitrary, and Deſpotic Government 


under one Prince, or for Hereditary, and Indefeafi- 
ble Right in any one Family in regard of the whole 


Hand, as long as the old Inhabitants preſided in it. 


The coming over of the Romans jult before the 


Birth of our Saviour, and reducing ſo great a Part 
of this [land under their Command, ſeems to 
have been owing to the immediate Hand of Pro- 


vidence, in order to prepare a People that were to 
be the Inſtruments of the great Ends and Deſigns, 


which it had for them to do in the latter Ages of 
the World; as by this Means, the Iubabitants of 
this Country came to be better known and civilized; 


than 
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| than they were before, and conſequently to be 
thought worthy of having the Chriſtian Religion . 


preached unto them, and p/anted among them in 


the eartheft Ages of the Church, as all JYriters in 
general agree that it was: For, that the Inhabi- 


tants of England will one Day be made the 1njiu- 
ments of Providence to introduce the Kingdom of 
God into the World is what I have already hinted 


at, and ſhall make appear beyond all Diſpute in 
the following Sheets of this Treatiſe. In the mean 
Time to ſhew that theſe Sentiments are not mine 

only, the great Mr. Selden in his Manuſcript 
Notes, which were publiſhed by Mr. Blackerby in 
the /aft Reign, hath ſomewhat of ſo extraordinary 
a Nature upon this Head, that I cannot forbear 
quoting it here, tho? I ſhall have occaſion to 
mention it again hereafter. His Words are to 
this Effect, No ſooner, ſays he, did the Scepter 
« depart from Judab, alluding to the Prophecy of 
old Jacob, Gen. xlix. 10. but the true Reli- 
„ gion flew through all other Nations, and fix'd 


« itſeif in England as it's Center, or Place ap- 


pointed by Divine Providence for it's Continu- 
 « ance, from whence, adds he, it will be one 
«<< Day propagated through all Countries upon 
Earitb; and that it is for this Reaſon, that we 
« read ſo much in the Prophetical Writings of the 
Nes of the Sea, the Iſles afar off, the great Iſles, 


% and the Ends, and Wings of the Earth; and of 


the great Things which are one Day to be per- 


formed by them.” 


In proceſs of Time when the Chriſtian Religion 
had been greatly propagated in England, the Ro- 


mans were obliged to abandon it, and to leave the 


Inhabitants to ſhift for themſelves; who were 

there upon divided into ſeveral petty Kingdoms a- 
gain, as they had been in former Times: But at 
length, Atuem pes being 8 to reducy them all 


under 
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under one and the ſame Head, under the Pretence 


of being the better able by that Means, to put a 
Stop to the Incurſions, and Ravages which were 
made upon them by the Inhabitants of North Bri- 


_ tain, ſome from among them choſe rather to call 


in the Saxons to their Aſſiſtance, than to ſubmit 


to ſuch an Encroachment upon their Liberties. The 
; Conſequence of which was, that thoſe Forreigners 


in Time, conquered all the States of South Britain 
one after another, by means of thoſe Fealou/res, 


and Diviſions that reigned among them, as the 
Romans had done before. 
Theſe Conquerors divided the Laab of the Con 


quered among themſelves, to be held by Military 


Tenures in ſuch a Manner, as that all their own 


Countrymen were Free, at the ſame Time that all 
the Britains who ſubmitted to them, became their 


Slaves; and, as the Conqueſts which were made by 


them, were done by different Bodies under differ- 
ent Leaders, ſo the Government of England, as the 


Country came now to be named, was once more 
divided into ſeveral independent Kingdoms, or 
States as before under the Britains, till at length 


Egbert King of the Weſt Saxons reduced them all 
under his Command, and became the ſole Monarch 
of that Part. of the land. But Things did not 

remain long in ſuch a Situation, for the Enghſh 

finding their Liberties broke in upon by their 


Monarchs from Time to Time, called in the Danes 
at laſt to their A Nance, who conquered the Sax- 
ons by that Means in their turn. From all which 


it appears, that no Plea can be drawn from the 


Saxon Government for the forming of any Pretenti- 


ons, either for Arbitrary and Deſpotic Power, or 


for Hereditary, Indefeafible Right in any one Family 
in regard of the whole Mand. 
Ihe Danes regarding the Liberties of the Eu- 


Sliſe wh lets chan their own Rares had done, 
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were ſoon obliged to leave the Hand again, and 
made room for the Normans to come over. alſo. 
| Theſe laſt acted a very, Tyranical Part likewiſe at 
Ferrſt, but thought fit afterwards to reſtore the Sax- 
on Previ ledges to their Subjects in a good Meaſure, 
and to give them even a King of that Family ar 
laſt. Theſe Previledges were however a Bone of 
Contention from Time to Time, between the King, 
and the Subject for ſome Ages after; in which 
Struggle the Princes who infringed them were ſo 
ſeverely handled, as that not any three of them 1 
reigned from the Conguęſt to the Time of Henry | 1 
the Seventh by Virtue of Hereditary Right; ſome ws | 
of them having been depoſed, and their Families 1 
ſet aſide, notwithſtanding any Pretences to it. t 
After Henry the vii. we hear no more of theſe 1 
Diſputes between the King, and the Barons which | = 
had been ſo frequent before; the Power of the g 
former having been greatly augmented, at the Ex- =_ 
pence of the latter, both in regard of their In- | 
| fluence over the Commons in general, and the Mili- 
tia in particular: And at the ſame Time, that 
Prince appointed a Guard for his own Perſon, 
which none of his Predeceſſors had ever done be- 
fore: A Guard which how ſmall and inſignificant 
ſoever it was in it's Beginning, laid the Foundati- 
on for the Introduction of Standing Armies among 
us, the Evil of which is complained of at this 
Day. This Step taken by that Prince, proceeded 
from the Fears and Fealoyfies which he entertained 
of his S#bjefs, occaſioned chiefly, by a Conſciouſ- 
neſs of the want of Right to the Crown in his own 
Perſon, as the next Heir: He having been at a 
loſs what to found his Pretentions in that reſpect 
upon at his firſt Acceſſion ; whether upon Conqueſt, 
the Conſent of the People, or Hereditary Right : 
; For in reſpect of this latter, he could not pretend 
2 to be the Head of the Houſe of Lancaſter; and he 
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bore too much Hatred to the Houſe of York to 
hold it by Virtue of his W with che Heireſs 


of that Family. 


James the firſt, indeed, came to the Crown of 
England big with the Notions of Hereditary, and 


"Tadefeaf ble Right, and, of his not being account- 


ble to any Perſon for his Conduct, but God alone; 
and therefore it is no wonder, if he had an utter 


Averſion to Parliaments, as they were ſo great a 
Controul to what he ned 
and by that Means he laid the Foundation for his 


Son and Succeſſor's Ruin: For he, agreeably to 


the Principles that had b inſtilled into him 
trom a Child, continued to walk in his Father's 
Steps, inſtead of endeavouring to remove that Di/- 


content which had been occaſioned among his Sub. 
Jefis thereby. 


CnaAkLIS II. finding that his Father Ruin had 
been chiefly owing to the Militia's having joined 
with the Parliame: nt againſt him, diſcountenanc'd 5

great Mars almoſt the whole of their reſpective 


Reigns, thought fit to keep Armies on foot upon 
another fort of Eſtabliſhment than the Militia: 


A Body of Men which they allo treated with 


Neglect. 
At length we ſee ef happy Days, in which 
the preſent Royal Family has acted lo de a Part, 
as that they need not fear that, either any Foreign 
State, or Potentate; Hoedal Tenures ; the Altitie ; 
or Standing Armies will ever aſſiſt any of their dif. 
aitected Sub jects to Mak: the m in the Poſſeſſion 
of 
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of their Crown, as hath been hitherto the Fate of 


all the Families which enjoyed it before them. 
Foreign States and Potentates being their Allies, 
and Guaranties; Foedal, or Military Tenures being 


no more; the Uſe of the Militia being dropt; 
and the Standing Armies which are kept on foot 
being nothing in compariſon of what Troops can 


be brought over from Abroad, 898 any Emer- 
gency at a ſhort Notice. 


To conclude this Head: it is evident from 
what I have been ſaying that for a King of England 
to claim either an Hereditary, and Tadefeafi ble 
Right to that Crown, or the Exerciſe of an Arbi- 
tram and Deſpotic Power by virtue thereof, is act- 
ing contrary to it's Conſtitution in all Ages; as al- 
fo, that if ever South Britain had fallen! a Sacrifice 
to ſuch ambitious Projects, North Britain muſt 
have ſoon ſubmitted to the ſame Fate, whether it 


.came from the Hands of her own Monorchs, or 
the Engliſh. 


Almighty God hath hitherto peſmitted the Abuf: 


of Government in the World, indeed, by the Ty- 


ranical Invaders of the Sacred, and Civil Liberties 
ol Mankind, for Reaſons beſt known to himſelf ; 


but it is contrary to his Nature to approve of all 
that he permits in general, as well as in reſpect of 
theſe Inſtances above-mentioned in par ticular, and, 
conlequently, his Permiſſion is very tar from giving 
a Sanction to any ſuch Invaſions: Agreeably 
hereto he ſaith to Pharoah, even for this ſame Pur- 
poſe have I raiſed thee up, that I might ſhew my 


Power in thee, Rom. ix. 17. which was done by 


making him an Example of the Vengeance that 


he will one Day certainly execute, againſt all thoſe 


Tvrants, who may at any time diſregard his Autho- 
rity, and diſobey his Commands as that proud Prince 
did, by ſaying who is the Lord, and by refuſing to 


reſtore 
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them go. Exod. v. 2. 3 
Ihe great Crime for which Almighty God 


reſtore his People to their LiskRTI TS by letting 


brought the Deluge upon the old World, was the 
Tyranical abuſe of Power in the Heads of the Civil 


Governments at that Time eftabliſhed therein; as 


appears from what is ſet forth Gen. vi. 4. where 

it is ſaid that there were Giants in theſe Days, who 
were mighty Men of Renown i. e. Men of great 
Strength, and robuſt Conſtitutions, who, prompted 


thereto by their Ambition, became famous for their 


Exploits in War, and for the Uſurpations made 


in Conſequence thereof, upon their Neighbour's 


Rights and Liberties: Agreeably hereto we are 
told Verſes 11, 12, 13, that the Earth was cor- 
rupt before God, and filled with Cruelties and Op- 
Preſſions which become ſo great as determined him 


to deſtroy it. 


As a farther Confirmation of which Remark it 
may be obſerved, that no ſooner did the Earth be- 
gin to be peopled again after it's Deſtruction by 
The Flood, but the very fame Deſign was re- 
aſſumed again by Nimrod; who, in order to pre- 
vent Divine Providence from interfering once more, 


and rendering his Schemes abortive, propoſed to 


build a City with a Tower therein which ſhould be 
fo high, as to ſecure them from any Danger in 


caſe a Deluge ſhould happen again: A City that 


was doubtleſs intended as a Mode! to all others, 
which their Increaſe might oblige them to build 
afterwards. And, tho' Almighty God thought fit to 
put a ſtop to the Building by confounding their 
Language, to convince them of the Vanity of any 


Undertakings that they might engage in, which 


he might not be pleaſed to permit, yet the Tyrant | 
who projected it ſucceeded but too well in his Al- 
tempts upon the Sacred, and Civil Liberties of | 
Mankind, by founding an Empire of ſuch a Na- 
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ture, as was calculated for the Deſtruction of both 
of them: An Empire which hath ſerved as a 
Pattern to form the other Great Monarchies of the 
World by, which have ſucceeded it to this Day. 
For, that the four great Monarchies, or Empires of 
the World were either founded upon the Deſtruc- 
tion of the Sacred aad Civil Liberties of Mankind, 
or, that every one of them were intent upon the 

; Subverſ on thereof ſoon after their Eſtabliſhment, 
will appear from taking the following ſhort view 


of Seng: -— 
As to the firſt of theſe Mitiarchies we find in 


Sacred Writ that it was founded by Nimrod above- 


mentioned, whoſe Dominions at the Beginning 


conſiſted only of four Cities, namely, Babylon, in 
which the high Tower aforeſaid was begun to be 
built, Erech, Accad, and Calneth together with 

the Territories adjoyning, commonly called the 
Land of Shinar; and, that prompted by Ambition, 
He went forth from thence, and conquered the Land of 


Aſhur, one of the Sons of Shem who had built Ni- 


neveh, and made it the Metropolis of his Kingdom, 
as theſe Things are ſet forth Gen. x. 8. Cc. 


Nrmrop however, could not but be ſenſible that 


all the reſt of the Deſcendents of the Sons of Noah 
were born as free and independent upon each other, 
in reſpect of their ſacred and civil Liberties, as he 

himſelf had been; and conſequently, that he 


could not have any juſt Pretentions to invade 
their Countries, and to ſubject them to his Au- 
thority at firſt, nor could that Succeſs which at- 
tended his Enterprizes, give him any Right at 
all to deprive them of their Liberties afterwards :

teen in any Government upon Earth before : Wit- 
nels the vaſt Numbers of Moors, of Proteſtants, of 


| Jews, and of Indians that have been ſacrificed by 
them, prompted thereto by the Heads of the Church 
of Rome, who contriv'd and broug ht that Empire 
to bear at firſt, and therefore may in reality be eſ- 
teemed the Founders of it; and who have had the 
greateſt Influence over it's Councils, and the chief 
Direction of it's Affairs ever ſince. Which Crowns 


tho* they be independent on each other at preſent, 
were included in the German Empire at firit, as 
have already obſerved. . All which Cruelties and 
 Oppreſſions however, will be greatly exceeded by 
thoſe to be exerciſed by Anti-Chriſt, agreeably to 
what is foretold by Eſdras in his ſecond Book, 


Chap. xii. 23, 24, 25, as will be made to appear 


hereafter. oþ | | 
Thirdly, Another Reaſon why theſe four Mon- 
archies or Empires here are repreſented by Mon- 


ſtrous Beaſts, may well be ſuppoſed to have been 


done to ſignify that to the Tyranical Abuſe of Power 
in the Heads of Civil Government which hath ever 


hitherto prevailed jt is, that all the Impiety which 
hath been practiſed towards God, and all thoſe Ca- 


lamities that have befallen Miaanbind, which there 


is ſo much Reaſon to wonder at and lament has 


been owinz. For, as to the fr/t of theſe, namely, 
5 1 2 Tmpiety 
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Impiety towards God, it may be obſerved that it is the 
Impatience of being under the Laws of the Almighty 
in regard of their Brutiſh Appetites, that firſt of all 

puts Tyrants upon endeavouring to ſet themſelves 
up above the Reach of all Human Laws alſo, that ſa 
they may break through all Reſtraint without con- 
troul; which is what they would never be able to 
bring about however, if they did not debauch their 
 9ubjefts, and make them as bad as themſelves. For 
by that means the Great not only keep themſelves. 
in Countenance; but make thoſe in lower Stations 
of Life in love with their Chains : There being 
no ſurer Method either of enſlaving any People at 


firſt, or of rivetting their Chains afterwards, than 


by making them vicious, agreably to St. Paul's 
Maxim when he ſays, that whoſoever committeth Sin 
is a Servant, or Stave to Sin; for all Servants in 
thoſe days were Slaves: A Maxim which holds 
good in a Political Capacity as well as a Moral, as 
appears from the Advice which Balaam gave to 


Balak, and from the Conſequences of putting it in 
Execution. And as to the laſt, namely, the Calami- 
ties which have befallen Mankind in conſequence of 


the Abuſe of Power by Perſons in Authority, it is 
evident that Mankind would not only have eſcaped 
_ thoſe ſevere Judgements which Almighty God is 


28 to ſend from time to time upon Guilty 


Nations, for Crimes the Commiſſion of which is 
_ chiefly owing to the bad Example, and falſe Politicks 
_ of their Tyrannical Heads, but the Natural 'Conſe- 


quences of the Commiſſion of theſe Crimes them- 
{ves in all their difterent Kinds; mon which 


are to be reckoned, in particular, all thoſe Wars, 
and Ravages, and Devaſtations which have been 
ever hitherto made upon Forth, and which it is 
but too evident, are owing to the Ambition of Lau- 
leſs Governors : An Effect which would ſoon ceaſe, 
were but the Cauſe taken away, as will appear, if 
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we conſider that it is not for the Real Imre of 


any one Community of People upon Earth to diſturb 
the Repoſe of any other; and, that therefore none of 
them would be induced to Support any private 


Perſons from among themſelves in doing it, were 
they not either cajoled, or forced into Meaſures ſo 
very prejudicial to the Common Meal by their am- 


bitious Heads; and upon this Account it is ſaid, 
that when thoſe 7 yraunical Governments which are 


pointed out in the Dream of which I have been 


treating, ſhall be put an End to by the Tu froduc- 


tion of the Reign of the Meſſiah, that the Kingdom, 


or Univerſal Monarchy will be given to the Peo- 
PLE of the Saints of the moſt Fligh, to ſignifie that 


the Nation which Providence hath decreed ſhall at 


that time have the Dominion of the World conferr'd 
upon them, or in other Words, which ſhall hold 
the Ballance of Power therein, and have an Uni- 
ver ſal Influence over it, will, in Subordination to 


their great Maſter, be under a POPULAR Conſtitution, 
or Form of Government founded upon his Laus: 
which Laws they will be Enabled by the Holy 


_ Spirit of God inviolably to live up to and obſerve; 


and as Nothing is more contrary to theſe Laws, they 


1 will be likewiſe ſo far from abuſing the Authority 


ut into their Hands, as only to make it to ſerve 
the Ends of bringing the whole World within the 
Pale of Chriſt's Church, and of reſtoring Mankind in. 


general to their Civil, as well as to their Sacred Li- 


berties, of both which they would have been de- 
prived by their Tyrarnical Heads. | 
Theſe Things are ſpoken of by the P/almiſt alſo, 


Pſalm Ixxii. where he gives us to underſtand that 


in the Happy Reign, of the Mzss1an, His People ; 


| ſpall be judged with Righteouſneſs; aud his poor with 
Juſtice. That the Mountains, or all thoſe to whom 
the Supreme Authority in the World ſhall be commit-

ſelves, eſpecially in regard of the Great, being a 


certain Means of promoting all that Glory to God 


on high, Peace on Earth, and Good Will towards 
Men, which are the great Chara#eriſticks of the 
Kingdom of Chrift , as, on the other hand, Impunity 
In regard of Crimes committed by Perſons in high 
Stations; and Rewards beſtowed in recompence of 


the moſt flagrant Tniquities, have been the chief Oc- 


caſion of perverting the Ends of Civil Government 4 
in all Ages of the World; and conſequently, of 4 


theſe great Calamities where with the Abuſe of It
